W ashington, Jan. 
18—After vainly 
trying since last June to arouse con­ 
gress to the need of greater hospital 
facilities for wounded world w ar vet­ 
erans. senators interested in the prob­ 
lem will try to bring it up in a way 
that can not be ignored 
They will ask th at Senator Francis* 
bill appropriating $29,SOO,OOO for hos­ 
pitals be taken up 
If their request is 
opposed they will demand a record 
vote, confident this will penetrate the 
Indifference of any senator 
A sim il­ 
ar bill in the house may he called up 
soon also. 
The 
rules 
committee 
there has paved the way to an early 
consideration of the legislation. 
Sen­ 
ator Francis reported his hill June 
20, 1920, hut failed to get any action. 
His hill now proposed to prevent the 
granting of promotion to arm y offic­ 
ers and confirmation of arm y appoint­ 
m ents until the senate gives decent 
attention to conditions. 
Senators are prepared to tell the 
senate: 
"That soldiers are being disc h arg ­ 
ed from arm y hospitals forcibly, al­ 
though they are not cured. 
“T hat the arm y is attem pting to 
'clean out’ all but regular arm y men 
from the hospitals and has turned 
over the task of caring for them to 
the public health service. 
"That the 
future 
health service 
lacks ten thousand beds, enough to 
care for patients who should he In 
hospitals. 
“That as a result wounded and sick 
veterans 
are 
walking 
about 
the 
streets, some dying because of lack of 
care. 


"That many so-called hospitals are 
flimsy fire trap s.” 


CLAIMS MANY 
FARMERS BANKRUPT 


(By United Press) 
Chicago, Jan. 18—Fifteen hundred 
thousand Ann rican farm ers are bank­ 
rupt. 
An ahoundant yield was their 
financial ruin. 
J. It. Howard, presi­ 
dent of the American Farm Bureau 
Federation made this statem ent in an 
Interview with the United Press today 
"There are six million fan n e rs in 
the country," 
Howard said, 
More 
than one in every four is bankrupt 
They are farm 
tenants 
who 
had 
enough money to buy an outfit and 
rent a farm. 
The decline in price 
of farm produce has been their ruin. 
"A m ere crop failure would have 
benefited the farm ers. 
There would 
have been no surplus with which to 
drive down prices.” 
Despite the grave outlook Howard 
advised young men to go hack to the 
farm. 
"T here are other years ahead 
and better conditions awalt us,” he 
said. 
Less will be produced 
this year 
Howard believed. 
'T h e re will he 
limited strike on the part of the farm 
er,” he said.

The third side of the triangle is ex 
Senator Albert J 
Beveridge who in 
tends to oppose New for the nom ina­ 
tion. 
Harding has been in conference re 
ceutly with all three of these leading 
Indianans over the situation 
As a 
result it is understood all of the p a r­ 
ties are satisfied. 
Hays by his volun­ 
tary elimination from the three c o r­ 
ner* d race has narrowed the field 
down to New and Beveridge 
New 
ha* th** organisation with him but 
Beveridge is said to lie growing strong 
among the form er progressives who 
were associated with him when he 
as one of th*- guides in the Bull 
Moose party.

being seriously considered by leading 
members of congress as the best u n ­ 
derlying principle for the new tariff 
legislation. 
Strong sentim ent for a reciprocal 
tariff always has been shown by num ­ 
erous witnesses appearing before tin1 
tvs and m eans 
com m ittee in the 
tariff hearings, and it is being udvo- 
ated by senators and m embers of the 
house. 
Representative Nicholas Longworth 
of Ohio. a member of the ways urn! 
means committee, in a recent speech 
urged it strongly in arranging new 
tariff schedules. 
Senator W. E. Edge 
of New Jersey has made a sim ilar 
plea, stating that 
prohibitive tariff 
rates at this time would he an invita­ 
tion to other nations to retaliate. 
Senator Roles Penrose, chairm an id 
the finance committee, 
which 
will 
have reviewing power over the house 
tariff hill, is known to be leaning to­ 
ward reciprocal tariff concessions. He 
has said the new turiff law m ust he 
framed in accordance with new world 
conditions and that the export bus! 
ness of Hie United States m ust lie 
considered in connection with duties 
for tho protection of the domes!i< 
market. 
Opposing this view, however, Is 
Representative J W. Fordney of Mich 
igan, chairm an of th^ ways and m eans 
committee, who favors a tariff wall 
that will shut out foreign products 
Mr. Fordney would rather sacrilic* 
the money owe*! the United States by 
foreign powers than haw* the debts 
paid through admission of 
import! 
which would Injure American Indus 
lies.

Effects of Prohibition are Reviewed 
in Communication to the Dis­ 
patch

Farewell 1920! 
W ith real reg ilt 
we gee you puss into history. 
Gre>t 
and generous have been your gift-; 
to us. 
Always we shall think of you 
as the year of the Great Emancipa­ 
tion— the freedom of the nation from 
the traffic In alcoholic liquors secur­ 
ed through

E ighteenth Amendment to the Con­ 
stitution, which took effect Jan. 16. 
Farewell 1920. 
We shall remember you as having 
brought to us a new 
realization

our responsibilities

full privileges as voting citizens of 
the United States. 
We shall remember you 
for

facts and figures which prove to us 
w ithout a doubt that w e do not nee I 
th e financial help of the liquor tra f­ 
fic to run the machinery of the n a ­ 
tion. 
Now (he end of the first year 
has come. 
It Is with great satisfac 
tion that the cohorts of righteous­ 
ness see that their faith has been in 
every way Justified. 
It will be a long time before we 
can gather full statistics in regard to

The visit of Secretary 
of 
State 
Colby to Rio de Janeiro, mid recent 
I>re-- dispatches stating tim* Pres! 
dent iv-sc a of Brazil has signed a de­ 
cree revoking the edict which banished 
former Emperor Dom I’edro ll and 
all his relatives, arouse interest in tin 
history of these “United States of 
South America."

Harriet Chalmers Adams, writing to 
the National Geographic Society, says 
“There is u movement under way 
to build a national pantheon in Rio 
dc* Janeiro aud bring to it, at the time 
of the 1922 centenary, the remains of 
Brazil's historical personages, Inelud 
lug Joao VI, l'<*dro I, Pedro ll and 
bls consort. 
To this the Portuguese 
government will probably consent, and 
it is to be hoped that Princess Isabel, 
too, v in agree. 
Dom Pedro II should 
return with honor to the land of ids 
birth 
The difficulty hitherto lay In 
the fact that neither the princess nor 
her son*! were permitted to enter th* 
Republic of Brazil and could nu long 
er visit the family tomb. 
"Dom Pedro ll died in Paris in 
IHM. 
Princes- Idabel, who married 
.the French Comte d'Eu, still lives in 
France. 
In I OOH her elder son re 
flounced his cia in 
to the throne of 
Brazil in favor of Ids brother Dora 
Lutz, whose little son, born in 1909, Is 
Pedro IU. 
t 
"When in Lisbon I visited the Pan­ 
theon, where the rulers of Portugal 
lie. 
Exiled from his country, Dom 
Pedro II also found a resting place in 
the land of his forefathers. 
I wa* 
most unfavorably impressed with this 
Pantheon. 
It altogether lacks the 
beauty and dignity of the royal mao 
soleum of the Escorlal in Spain. For 
the payment of a small fee. the custo­ 
dian permits you to climb a ladder 
and gaze at the embalmed body of the 
last emperor of Brazil. 
This seems 
most unfitting. 
“Dora Pedro II is Brazil’s biggest 
name. 
He it was who led his country 
into the brotherhood of great nations. 
With 
him 
wisdom 
and 
kindliness 
were pre-eminent 
Every inch an em­ 
peror, he yet was accessible to the 
humblest of his subjects.

"There Is much In the' city where 
he lived for so many years still closely 
associated With his rule, which ended 
only the other day, as we count his­ 
tory—1889. 
In the coat-of-arms of

Vicente. Baron de Petropolis, Visconde 
de Mnrangunpe, and in tin* titled Bra- 
zilians one still meets In the country, 
we realize that not many years ago 
Rio de Junelro was the abode of roy­ 
alty.

This was on** of the 
reasons for th** fall of th** empire. t 
although that event may he largely I 
attributed t*> discontent nil over til** 
country, owing to the centralization of 
power in the capital."

Aa carriers **i the d cad bubonic 
plague rata are u nwnaee, but that 
is only one form of their costly and 
dangerous *t* predations. 
"Ham are praettmlly omnivorous. J 
and their depredations *.*\**r a wide 
range.” writes Edward W. Nelson iii 
a communication to the National Geo­ 
graphic society, 
"They dig ut* newly pl .til* *1 grain, 
destroy it while growing, and also 
when In lio* shock, stack, <rlh, gran­ 
ary, mill. elevator, warehouse, wharf, 
an*! ship's hold. as xxeiI a** In the bin 
and feed trough. 
bhoy eat fruit*, 
vegetables and meats in the market, 
destroying at the same time by pollu­ 
tion for more than l« consumed. 
••They destroy enormous numbers of 
eggs and poultry, as well as tin* eggs 
and young of song and game birds. lr 
addition, they invade store and ware­ 
houses and destroy groceries of ©very 
description, as well as furs, laces. 
silks, carpets and leather goods. 
“They cause many dlsa'Atrous tires 
by 
gnawing 
matches, 
by 
gnawing 
through lead pipe near gas meters, or 
by cutting the insular on from eiec 
trio wires in order re secure mater a 
for nests and by gathering oil-soaked 
rags and other Inflammable material 
in their nests; flood houses by gnaw­ 
ing through lead water plpea; ruin ar­ 
tificial ponds and embankments by 
burrowing, and damage foundation*, 
floors, doors and furnishings of dwell­ 
ing c 
“As discase carriers they also cause 
enormous commercial losses, e s p e ­ 
cially through th*' introduction of bu­ 
bonic plague and til** resulting suspen­ 
sion of commerce. 
With the Introduc­ 
tion of plague they become directly 
responsible for business disaster as 
well aa for rn appalling mortality. 
"Much of the greater part of losses 
from 
these pests ta in 
foodstuffs. 


which, as already Indicated, are de 
stroked at every stage from the time 
the send Is planted until they are ready 
for human consumption. 
"Investigation some years ago Indi­ 
cated that th** direct annual losses sus­ 
tained 
In 
the 
United 
States were 
about $200,000,000, with a great addi­ 
tional sum in indirect losses, Including 
the effect on the public health and 
commerce from the diseases carried 
by rots, and the necessary expendi­ 
tures in combating them. 
Assuming, 
roughly speaking, that as estimated 
th** rat population in the United States 
is 50.000,000 f°r the cities-and 150.000,- 
000 for the rural districts, it will re­ 
quire the destruction of property By 
each rat of only a ID tie more than 
one-fourth of a cent a day to make 
♦ he aggregate sum estimated as de­ 
stroy'd by these pests yearly In this 
country.” 


CRIMEA: THE RIVIERA 
OF RUSSIA 
A proposal that Great Britain and 
the United .States shall co-operate In 
caring for the Russian refugees from 
th** Crimea again directs world sym­ 
pathy to a land which has already 
known suffering. 
Hanging down into the Black sea 
like a butcher’s cleave, with Its handle 
pointed east and the near comer of 
the blad** Joined to tile mi*inland of 
Russia, the Crimea, wliere lf was first 
planned to exile the abdicating czar, 
is about as near to lacing an Island as 
a peninsula well can be, even though 
a very narrow strait Is the only wa­ 
ter that Ups between it and a second 
connection with the mainland, (in the 
one side, to the west, lies the Perekop 
Gulf, and to the oast, shut out from 
the Black sea by the handle of the 
cleaver, is the Sea of Azov.

It Is a place

As the men of wealth of America 
have their winter homes Iii Florida 
and those of western Europe have 
theirs along the Riviera, th** people 
<>f Russia have their country seat* In 
the Crimea. 
And beautiful pluces 
they are, for in Russia the rich are 
very rich. 
The height of the social 
-eusou I* from the middle of August 
to the first of November, 
Tin* peninsula is occupied by 855,000 
people, according to the last census, 
mostly Turkish-speaking Tartars, with 
a scattering of Russians, Gre<*ks, Ger­ 
mans and Jews. 
Cleanliness and mo­

It in estimated that 50.000 British 
soldiers lie burled in the cemetery out­ 
side of Sebastopol.

speak no English, but who was proud 
of his privilege of guarding the ashes 
of those who fell at Ralaklnva and 
Inkerman. 
When Stephen Graham visited the 
cemetery the old keeper told him they 
bu*!

How Legendary Chinese Emperor 
Said to Hove Encouraged Agr!, 
culture in That Country.

In Europe the most significant of 
the gifts of the soil are wheat and 
flax J In China they are silk and rice. 
Old ‘ 'Kinase myths name Shen-nung 
or Hiennung the "divine laborer." a 
legendary emperor who Is* said to lmv<* 
reigned in tin* first half of the third 
•ai 11 eau I urn before Christ, as tie* fa­ 
ther o f agriculture, 
It was he who 
first made a wooden plowshare and 
taught the people how to use it. Sh cli­ 
nting wa;* on** of the three emperors 
whom legend reveres its founders of 
th*- Chin** c s*k if I system, 
it f as 
Sheri-1sun, or Bien fsnti, the wife of 
liming ti. another o f the three, who 
taught the people the rearing of silk 
worms and the treatment of cocoons 
aiel threads ami the weaving of silk- n 
garments, so tim* her subjects might 
no longer suffer from "chapped find 
frost-bitten skin." 
Tin* sanctuary of Shen-nung is still 
standing, south of Pekin, U. M**,ver 
RiefDahl writes in Asia Magazine. 
Here the Inst emperor of f'binit used 
to come every year to bring a sacrifice 
to th** presiding divinity find to open 
n furrow in the soil with his own 
bands. The ceremony Is very ancient. 
Even In the sixth century there was 
an imperial field that formed a sanc­ 
tuary fourteen Ii south of the capital. 
There, in th** first months of spring, 
on a day of good augury, sacrifices of 
a steer, i i she**;, nod i t pig w**r<* mad** 
to Slmn-nung and to Hou-tfli. The em- 
pere*- elm! :ri b's 
rn' of un*1 ‘I <» 
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"'tua! bonnet, entered the golden char­ 
iot of state and performed thrice the 
ritual of sacrifice. After this the cere­ 
mony of plowing took place. 
To the north of the city, in olden 
times. Shen-tsan hnd an altar. 
Later 
the shrine was transferred to the pre­ 
cinct of the palace, where the em­ 
press presided over the rearing of 
silkworms and the production of silk. 
Did records 
mention 
the 
mulberry 
grove of the empress and her pavilion 
for the rearing of silkworm*. Toward 
the middle of spring, in ancient times, 
the chief of the court would sum­ 
mon the empress to the grounds north 
of th** city to begin tic* rearing of 
silkworm*3. 
The ladies of the palace 
and th** wives of high dignitaries aid­ 
ed her in the task. 
After fasting and 
sacrificing to Shen-tsan, the empress 
and the concubines of the emperor 
themselves 
gathered 
the 
mulberry 
leaves. 
The silk obtained was used 
for the* sacrificial robe of tile emperor.
